An extraordinary significant element 
was introduced later in the morning by 
Italian soldiers entering the church for 
maintenance of 
order in full uniform, 
wearing caps and side arms. They lined 
the aisles of the basilica and stood two 
deop In front of the body itself, until the 
whole church assumed the aspect almost 
more of m ilitary than religious. 
The 
event, which was uniM’ecedented. created 
wide.spread comment. --The presence ol 
soldiers is generally interpreted to mean 
another step toward recognlsatlon o f^h e 
church and state.

sunrise, when the crush 
threatened a panic, all those who wished 
it had an opportunity of entering St. 
Peter’s. During the day many who^passed 
In stopped before thè catafalque to say a 
hurried prayer. Hundred of women and 
even sòme men carried children In their 
arms. 


A feature of the day which la caus­ 
ing comment along some lines, la the 
fact th at Cardinal Oreglla,' in receiving 
a group of the city fathers of Rome, who 
represent the clerical party, charged them 
to thank also their colleagues for the 
m anifestations of sym pathy which they 
showed during the Illness of the pope. The 
cardinal, continuing hlsc onversation, indi­ 
cated special satisfaction over sim ilar 
m anifestations coming from several con­ 
stituted bodies of the kingdom of Italy, 
such as the communal councils and pro­ 
vincial deputations. Including th at of 
Rome. 
" It Is an tinexpected tribute,” 
exclaimed the cardinal, “ which no one 
would have Imagined twenty-flve years 
ago.” * 


The most Important m atter before the, 
congregation of cardinals to day was a 
propositnop resented by Cardinal Oregflla 
to sénd a note to the diplomatic body ac­ 
credited to the holy sec for the purpose 
of representing to the powers the condi­ 
tion of the papacy since the loss of its 
temporal power and transfer of the capi­ 
tal of the Italian government to Rome. 
From what leaks out It appears the pro- 
posltnon provoked considerable discus­ 
sion 
and th at 
Cardinals 
Steinhuber, 
Mathip and Vivesy Tuto favored the dis­ 
patch of a more energetic note concerning 
the questhm of reclaiming papal rights. 
Cardinal Agellardi and. 8era.flnp Vannu- 
telll, on .the co n trary ,. advocated milder 
wording of the ^document, which, they con­ 
tended, r should maintalfi the historical 
pretensions of tlie holy see,' btft 'in a 
tem nerate language. A m ajority decided 
to pursue, a. middel 'course,.and entru^te^ 
Cardinal Iferry Del Val ^wlth the duty of 
drawing up a document for submission to 
another meeting o f the congregation. The 
note, when approved, will be pre.sented to 
the diplomatic body, signed by Cardinals 
Oreglla, Macchi and Netto, deans of the 
chrée orders Into which the sacred collège

23.—The Furniture 
Dealers* National association began Its 
first annual convention here to d a y ‘with 
delegates from all parts of the United 
States. 
The pi1ncl[>al address w jm by 
Congressman Liovering. of M assachusetts, 
who discussed ''Practical Methods of Ex­ 
tending Our Export Trade.’* W hile he fa­ 
vored a protective tariff, Lovering sug­ 
gested certain changes should be made 
In the present law th a t would enable man? 
ufacturers to more readily dispose, of 
m anufactured articles In forefgn m arkets, 
the production now being greatly in excess 
of consumption. The convention adopted 
a resolution asking congress to **Relleve 
the m anufacturing Interests of the present 
prohlbltoqr tax on alcohol*' and for an 
amendemnt of theT present law s relating 
to paisrment of draw back on exported ar­ 
ticles of domestic m anufacture.

CÒKSIDEREP ALARMINO BY 
CORRESPOlfiOENT 


Russian and tlapanesc Fleets 
Reported Ready For Action 
Any Moment—War May Re­ 
salt Unless Russia Retreats. 


THE POPE’S 


I.<ondoo, July 2S.-^The Mall’s Tokio cor­ 
respondent sends a rather alarm ing view 
of the situation In the east to his paper. 
He says Russia’s retention of Manchuria, 
increase of her fleet, dispatch of rein­ 
forcements to Manchuria, the southward 
movement .of the occupying arm y In Man 
churla and her defiant conduct on the 
Corean frontier alarm ed the Japanese, 
many of whom are convinced it would be 
better to fight now than risk the eventual 
loss of Corea and relegation of Japan to 
secondary place. 
He says the Japanese 
are accumulating stores and negotiating 
for the purchase of ships; th at a squadron 
Is off Vladlvostock, to which port Russian 
vessels have bene sent as a precaution, 
and th at both fleets are ready for action 
at any moment. 
He says a perusal of 
the Siberian press reveals an' aggresisve 
spirU of the Ruslan m ilitary party; that 
Russians believe they will olse prestige 
If they give way now, with the result 
that their fas eastern empire will be lost 
and Japanese Influence become predomin­ 
ant. The appointment of Marquis Ito as 
president of the privy council, the corres­ 
pondent says. Is favorable to peace, but 
that Rusia m ust retreat or there will be 
very grave danger of War. He says the 
Japanese believe France and England will 
Join in the expected conflict, which dip­ 
lomats a t Tokio think might, if once*be- 
gun, continue for years, involving dis­ 
astrous reuslts to Japanese finances and 
in the creation of a sort of Balkan difR- 
cutly In Corea. He ;adds .th at confidence 
Is shown ill the Anglo-Japanese alliance. 


BECOMING UNEASY. 


London/ July 23—Answering the criti­ 
cism pf\ the goyemment’a .foreign policy 
In commons, to .ti|sbt,' Under-ForcIgn Sec- 
retarÿ ,Crani>ome^ declared the great diffi­ 
culty up to the. présent timé In negotiat­ 
ing ■ with Russia was th at G reat Britain 
has never yet been able to asecrtain ex­ 
actly ^ what Russia w anted and the fact 
i^mained that M anchuria is still occupied. 
Russia’s failure to fulfill he undertaking, 
he said, was satisfactory neither to Great 
Britain, Japan or the United States.. "O ur 
ally, Japan,’*' he said, " is becoming un­ 
easy a t the, prolongation of occupation of 
M anchuria and we are equally anxious for 
some kind of a settlement. 
There are 
certain elements out of which an agree­ 
ment ought to be -possible and if Russia 
is prepared to give due .welgth, to our 
treaty rights and commercial Interests she 
will not find us irreconcilable to com­ 
promise.*”

Rom. July 23.—The will of the pope was 
opened to day. 
I t comprises thlrty-sIx 
sheets In the handwriting of the late 
oppe, except some additions evidently 
made In his latter years, when the pope 
found considerable difficulty' In writing 
owing to the trembling of his hand, which 
was so pronuonced before his death that 
he was obliged to hold, his right hand 
with his left when he made his signature. 
The earlier portions of the testám ent in­ 
clude a recommendation which the testat­ 
or addressed to his executors on the best 
way to continue the religious impulse biy^ 
en the church as well as the policy follow­ 
ed by the holy see during the latter years. 
The document then enum erates all prop­ 
erty-which he posesssed and provides that 
It shall go to his successor for the benefit 
of the church, including even presents 
which might perhays be considered per­ 
sonal rather than gifts to the pontiff, as 
such. The money which the pope left is 
in a closed safe In his bed room, the keys 
having been given to different persons 
mentioned in the will.' 


To each member of his family the pope 
left a present to be chosen from valuable 
objects In his apartm ent and sim ilar gifts 
were bequeathed to his doctors. All land 
purchased and buildings erected for In­ 
stitutions personally founded by Leo are 
put In thè name of the holy see to avoid 
possible claims from relatives, as the 
pope probably remembered that some time 
after the death of Pius IX the latter’.^ 
nephewa instituted suit against the church 
claiming 15,000 francs as their portion of 
his estate. 


The will ends by provldiñg that hsi re­ 
mains shall be buried in the basilica, of 
St. John Lateran In a tomb which he hao 
already chosen.

Favor a Uniform System for 
China on a Gold Basis With 
Silver Circulation—Germany’s 
Prompt Aetlon. 


Berlin, July 23.—The confenerences of 
the American and Mexican monetary com­ 
missions 
with 
German representatives 
was concluded to day. 
The promptness 
with which the government appointed the 
German commissioners and their speed 
in despatching the business enabled the 
Americans to finish their work here in one 
week, whereas they expected to remain 
three weeks In Berlin. The visitors will 
proceed to St. Petersburg on Sunday. 


rom a statem ent handed the Associated 
Press by the American commission it ap­ 
pears unanimous agreement on a series 
of resolutions was reached regarding a 
uniform monetary system for China on a 
gold basis with silver circulation. 
The 
resolution declares It to be desirable for 
both China and gold using countries trad­ 
ing there. If a fixed relation of silver 
coins to gold could be fixed. The resolu­ 
tions further recommend gold using coun­ 
tries buying silver for subsidiary coinage 
to observe regularity. The German dele­ 
gates passed a resolution that Germany 
does not need to buy silver, having al­ 
ready about 100,000.000 above here require­ 
ments in circulation. The resolutions dis­ 
claim promoting bl-metalllsm 
or 
any 
change in the monetary systèm s of gold 
countries. 


Americans and Mexican express great 
satisfaction with the results of the work 
in Berlin. President Creel, of the Mexi­ 
can commission, said If the project for a 
uniform currency in China Is carried out 
and silver purchases of Europe and th e ' 
United States were made regularly,, fluctu­ 
ations, which have been so injuricus to 
trade b^w een sllvér' an d ’gold;'countries, 
will 'ceàsè. 
Representatives of- th e Chi­ 
nese government, who were present at 
the conferences at London, P aris and 
Berlin, expressed approval\of the propo- 
sitioh to give China a uniform currency. ' 


Dr. Koch, president of the Relchsbank. 
closcd the sessions hero by thanking the 
commissioners for their devotion to their 
task, adding that while immediate prac­ 
tical results will be small, still Germany’s 
support, substantially, of the proposills 
will give moral assistance to the plans.

In less refined company t b ^ 
were no separate soup bowls, only one 
large porringer, which was passed 
around to the guests In turn.

diners helped tbem^lves to the pteoes 
of meat they desired from the common 
dish with their fingers.
